the fact, not that the individuals composing 
the two houses are under the average, but 
that they are rather above the average? 
This very circumstance makes them, as 
separate particles, cautious and ambitious, 
for each member is big enough to be 
thinking chiefly of his own advancement. 
He ig tos big to think of merging his per- 
sonality in the public service. But we 
submit, with humility, that all of them can 
not poasibly get the nomination for Gov- 
ernor next May; and if there were just 
half a dozen gentlemen of ability and 
courage who could bring their minds to 
the conclusion that they have no chance 
to get it and. don't want it, we are disposed 
tn think that things wand hrighten, and 
that smartly. Be this as it may, the indi- 
viduality of the Legislature has largely 
interfered with that hold and business-like 
conduct of the interests of the State which 
might have marked the career of a less able 
but more self-sacrificing body of public 
se’ Vanis. 

Three bills of great public interest have 
hung fire since the assembling in January. 
The conventional interest bill, the bill 
vising our rules of evidenee and the bill 
for the preservation of law and order are 
ina state of melancholy abeyance. Can 
any one marvel that people should ask “It 
these measures are not to be settled, why 
does the Legislature remain at Frankfort, 
and what is its purpose in prolonging its 
sesgion?” This is to-day the query all over 
Kentucky. But gentlemen answer “We 
were not elected to pass these measures. 
When we were elected we committed our- 
selves against them. We admit that public 
opinion has changed. But we have no 
official advisement, and cannot act against 
our pledges, though given two and three 
years ego without specific instructions.” 
To this we might say, “Well, if thas is 
your opinion, you had better adjourn, for, 
unless you do act, there is no need to 


| burden the State with the expense of 8 
prolonged session that does not feel 
itself authorized to trot along with the

| we say, “Act like men of sense, who are 
haps he was with the colored troops who | 
fought so nobly for their freedom.

Fourth—Tae banking [facilities of Louisville 
enables both faciors and buyers to avail them- 
selves of many 3 and this tnures to 
the advantage of the planter.for when sales 
reach dally from $25,000 to $40,000 the unfailing 
supply of money prevents disappointment to 
those who go to market with their products ex- 
pecting quick returns, We might enumerate 
oti or advanteges Loutsville #€8 us a plant. 
ers’ maiket, smong which is the ample storage 
facilities, which insures the best possible care of 
this sensitive commodity, and the low rate of 
charges imposed by factors, These, however, 
are pretty well understoed by those who have 
hitherto sent their tobacco to this market. 

It is gratifying to suite, in this connection, 
that Iudiapa is beccming annually a more im- 
portant contributor to the Louisville leaf tobacco 
market, and the cbaracter of the product is 
steaaily improving, until even now 
it compares favorably with similar 
grades grownin Kentucky. The chief receipts 
during the season have come from the counties of 
Spencer, Warrick, Gibson, Dubois, Posey, Pike 
and Greene. The grades include some very supe- 
rior cigar leaf, which is in active demand, as also 
tobacco suitable for the Regia buyers, stem- 
mirs and cut'ers. From present indications the 
receipts from our neighbors in Indiana promise 
well for the entire season. The CouRIzR-Jour- 
NAL, lu previous issues, has given the trade a 
very elaborate view of the geographical advan- 
tages of Louisville as an luterior tobacco mar- 
ket, but it is evident that it is within the range 
of possibilities to attract still larger shipmants et 
the ieaf to this polot. In this connection we re- 
fer particularly to a section of Kentucky included 
in the countie# of Cumberland, Monroe and Clin- 
ton; as al-o that section of Tennessee included in 
the counties of Overton, Wayne, Jackson, Pu- 
la ki, Macon and Sumner. Io these sectionsa 
large amount of tobacco is produced, and plant- 
ers prefer this market, but owing to a want of 
tuansportation faciiities it Is diverted to other 
markets. eve been thown a din 
of which recorded the fact 
tbat $8 to freight a hogshead 
of tobacco from Burkesville to Louisville, 
and often to reach’this market the tobacco makes 
the circuitous,route Of the Cumberland river, 
very much to the detriment of the planter. It 
hes been suggested that an arrangement could 
be made with the L. and N. R. R. which would 
griatly reduce the expense of shipping, and also 
gave time. With these essentials secured, there 
is no coubt but thas Louisville would receive 
large shipments from the districts wa have men- 
tioned. We are inclined to the opinion that the 
managers of the L. and N. R. R. will and tt for 
their interests to give this subdjcct a full investi. 
gation and respond favorably to the wantg of the 
people who are desirous of sending pro- 
ducts over the road; for, aside from any consid- 
erations of advantage to Louisville or the busi- 
ness men of the sections to which we hage al- 
luded, the managers of the road would certainly 
rehlize a pecuniary advantge by attracting the 
trade of
